Details sketchy on how gift would work 


Will Hall article: The 


$2 million questions

The fate of the $2 million private 
warrant article could be decided by 
town officials and seniors before it 
even hits the Town Meeting floor. 

The article, submitted by resi- 
dent Richard Bowen, requests that 
the town match $2 million that the 
Friends of Andover Seniors say 
they will raise for the renovation of 
Will Hall. For years, seniors have 
struggled to raise money for a new 
senior center, and to date, they 
have raised less than $1 million, 
including $500,000 donated by the 
town in 1997 as seed money to 
jump-start the project. 

The actual text of Bowen’s arti- 
cle has very few details as to when 
the town would hand over its $2- 
million share. It also does not say 
specifically how the money could 


be used. But Bowen says that he 
wrote it that way intentionally. 

“The article is written so that 
it’s as broad as it possibly could 
be,” says Bowen, who wants it to be 
adaptable to the needs of the cam- 
paign if and when it is passed by 
Town Meeting this April. He sup- 
poses that the principle purpose of 
the money is to cover construction 
costs, but is unsure when the town 
would donate its share of the 
money. 

Someone needs to fill in those 
blanks if the town decides that pub- 
lic money is the best way to fund a 
new senior center, says Selectmen 
Chairman Brian Major. Then 
again, if a few town officials and 
the seniors decide that using $2 
million of the town’s money isn’t

children,” he says. “The transitional families 
who recently have moved into Andover are 
searching for a grounding and centeredness that 
churches offer — a community of some sort.” 

That need for community manifests itself in 
many ways, Says Welch, such as in the support 
groups that West Parish houses every week. 

“The style and nature and character of min- 
istry has changed,” Welch says. “The building is 
not just a building that is used once or twice a 
week. We're now a full-service facility.” 

Rev. Jack Daniel of Free Christian Church on 
Elm Street agrees. His church houses 30-plus 
support groups every week, and that is just one 
of the reasons that his congregation has already 
begun a $1.3 million construction project to 
make more room. 

“We're doing it because we had really maxed 
out our building in terms of classes, meeting 
space and Sunday worship,” Daniel says. He 
believes that the need for space is not due to a 
town-wide population growth, nor a church 
membership increase. Rather, he says that peo- 
ple are redefining the church as a central place 
for community. Free Christian recently spent 

$400,000 to renovate the sanctuary area and 
another $60,000 for a state-of-the-art sound and 
video-projection system. These changes help 
members to worship the way they want, he says. 

“I the same way that stained glass windows

told the Christian message in visual 
forms, now you're able to do that with a 
PowerPoint (presentation),” says 
Daniel. Members read song lyrics from 
an overhead projection to sing along 
during worship services. “We're in the 
communication business, and we need 
equipment to communicate,” he says.

Poets, mimes and storytellers 
are headed toward selected 
Andover schools.

State Sen. Susan Tucker and 
State Rep. Barry Finegold released 
a joint statement on Tuesday 
announcing the grant awards to St. 
Augustine Elementary, South Ele- 
mentary, West Elementary and 
West Middle School. Artists from 
the MCC’s Event & Residency Pro- 
gram, and requested by the schools 
in their applications, will begin vis- 
iting this semester. 

“These grants enable our chil- 
dren and teachers to participate in 
creative, hands-on learning situa- 
tions with artists who have year’s of 
experience in school settings,” said 
Tucker. “Although the arts often 
receive little attention, the arts are 
an important component to our edu- 
cational system, and these grants 
are critical to improving the overall 
education our children receive.” 

Art is one of the core subjects for 
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Massachusetts schools identified in 


the 1993 Education Reform Act, and 
MCC communications director 
Jerry Berger said the MCC Event & 
Residency Program is meant to 
support that. 

“The arts are part of the curricu- 
lum framework,” he said, “and 
although they’re not tested on the 
MCAS, they’re there and it is a 
requirement that students get art 
education. This program is 
designed to supplement what is 
currently being taught in the 
schools to bring the subject alive.” 

At St. Augustine, the grant will 
sponsor workshops by storyteller 
Tom McCabe designed to spark stu- 
dent interest in writing and story- 
telling. At South Elementary, poet 
Judith Steinberg will work with 
fourth-grade students to emphasize 
reading, interpretation and under- 
standing of various types of poetry. 
Actor, singer, and mime Leeny Del 
Seamonds will bring her multicul- 
tural folklore to West Elementary, 
while at West Middle, actor David 
7ucker will give two dramatic per- 
formances of poetry.

Inspections find 
that youth can 


buy cigarettes 


Healthy Communities 
Tobacco Awareness Pro- 
gram, with the assistance 
of the local police depart- 
ments, recently conducted 
an inspection to assess 
compliance with local reg- 
ulations that prohibit the 
sale of tobacco products to 
a minor. During the 
inspections, youth 
between the ages of 15 to 
17 attempted to purchase 
tobacco products. All 
retailers that sell tobacco 
in Andover, Dracut, 
Methuen, Middleton, 
North Andover, and Tops- 
field are inspected quar- 
terly by Healthy Commu- 
nities. Local regulations 
and state law prohibit the 
sale of tobacco to anyone 
under the age of 18. 

Low compliance rates 


were found in some of the 
six towns in the Healthy 
Communities service area. 
Compliance rates (the per- 
centage of retailers who 
did not sell tobacco prod- 
ucts to a minor) were as 


follows: 86 percent in 
Andover, 95 percent in 
Dracut, 66 percent in 


Methuen, 88 percent in 
Middleton, 81 percent in 
North Andover, and 100 
percent in Topsfield.

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Change could cause costs to double, says DPW director 


Andover's salt supply threatened by state law violation

The streets in Andover could 
be a little more icy next winter, 
or residents could be paying a 
lot more to keep them safe. 

The salt port in Chelsea, 
Mass., where Andover’s Depart- 
ment of Public Works gets its 
salt every winter, is currently 
under review for a violation of 
state law, says DPW Director 
Jack Petkus. 

All facilities that house salt 
near water must keep the piles 
covered under a solid structure, 
to protect surrounding water 
sources from contamination, 
explains Petkus. Several resi- 
dents who live near the Chelsea 
Salt Dock have complained to 
the state that the salt pile - the 
size of which Petkus compares 
to Andover’s Town Offices build- 
ing — is exposed to the elements.

Fixing the 
food fight 


Certainly, it’s not a new complaint. 
Kids probably have had problems with 
their school lunches for as long as there 
have been school lunches. 

Certainly, institutional food is an easy 
target. Who among us hasn’t made a joke 
about school food, or hospital grub or air- 
line meals? 

But typically, the reason people contin- 
ually complain about something is 
because there’s a real, chronic problem - 
and chronic problems require continuous 
treatment. 

This is not to say that Karen Pappa, the 
Andover schools food services director, 
hasn’t improved the food program since 
she got here. Nor is it to suggest that the 
food is woefully inadequate. Andover 
High students in particular seem to have 
4 number of palatable choices each day. 
In addition, those who choose can always 
bring a meal they like from home. 

However, Pappa Says she treats the 
kids like her customers — and some CUus- 
tomers are complaining, loud and clear. 

She and the administration should use 
some of the more constructive comments 
by parents and students to continue to 
improve the program, particularly in the 
area of providing more healthy options. 
Parents must also do their part. Many 
could use today’s paper as a conversation 
starter to see what their kids want to eat. 

Perhaps parents have been providing the 

wrong types of lunch from home, or are 

relying on the school hot lunch too fre- 
quently. 

Although parents and school officials 
can help in the process, however, the 
responsibility will always be on the 
maturing students themselves to select 
and eat food that is both appealing to 
them and nutritious.

It appears that efforts may be under- 
way at the State House to undermine 
the “Clean Elections” Law passed by 
two-thirds of the voters as a ballot ini- 
tiative in 1998. 

Under House Speaker Thomas 
Finneran, representatives may be try- 
ing to exempt their own races from the 
law and have it apply only to statewide 
contests. They may also be trying to 
allow candidates to accept unlimited 
campaign funds until six months prior 
to an election, thereby maintaining the 
incumbents’ advantage. Last year, 92 
percent of Massachusetts legislators 
had no primary challengers and a 
majority of the general elections were 
uncontested. | Uncontested elections 
are detrimental to democracy, decrease 
the exchange of ideas and reduce legis- 
lator accountability. At this time, 
efforts do not seem to be as intense in 
the Senate, although attempts have 
been made in the past to weaken the 
law. 

It is important that we urge our leg- 
islators to uphold the will of the voters 
and support the Clean Elections Law as 
we passed it in 1998. Readers should 
pick up the phone and call Rep.

Students at Andover schools are join- 
ing in the age-old lament about the qual- 
ity of the food served in their lunch 
rooms. More than 200 students at Doher- 
ty have signed a petition “to get healthi- 
er, more enjoyable food.” Some Andover 
parents share these concerns, saying 
that their children have access to too 
many unhealthful foods while at school. 

But the food services director, Karen 
Pappa, counters by pointing with pride 
to a battery of improvements she has 
overseen in the program in her two-and- 
a-half years at Andover. “This is a solid 
program,” she says. “T'll go toe to toe for 
it with anyone.” 

Pappa is responsible for the food 


courts set up in the last two years at 
Andover High School and West Middle 
School. The middle school under con- 
struction will have one as well. 

“The intent of the school lunch pro- 
gram is for all students to have access to 
healthy meals,” she says. “My philoso- 
phy is, it’s about choices. When I came 
to Andover, I increased the number of 
choices by age level. And_ we've 
increased . lunch _ participation each 
year.” 

Pappa says that since the West Mid- 
dle food court opened, for example, the 
school has gone from serving about 80 
school lunches a day to around 210 or 
2290 a day. There is no room at Doherty 
Middle School for a food court, because

All 
the monies that are generated 
stay within the system to go to 
maintaining and upgrading the 
equipment, and to keep enhanc- 


ing the program.” 
Pappa says she has tried to 
address parental concerns 


about nutrition with the pre- 
payment program, which 
allows parents to pay in 
advance for a week’s worth of 
school lunches for their child. 
Students whose families pre- 
pay have their names on a list 
that the cashier must check, 
ensuring that the students have 
complete lunches rather than 
collections of “a la carte” items, 
such as snacks or desserts. 

“I wanted to put the control 
back in the parents’ hands,” 
says Pappa. 

But making sure students 
buy the right foods is no guar- 
antee they're eating them, 
according to seventh-grader 
Rebecca Christoforo, who, 
along with five of her class- 
mates, started a petition at 
Doherty urging improvement 
in the quality of school food. 

“The pre-payment _ thing 


would work so much better if 
the food were edible,” she said.

Schools get a needs-improvement mark from the state 


By Adam Groff 

The Andover school depart- 
ment needs to develop a policy 
for pregnant students, and it 
needs to make its policies 
available in languages other 
than English. These are just 
two of the conclusions in the 
Department of Education’s 
Coordinated Program Review 
Report, recently delivered to 
school officials. 

The DOE conducts a Coordi- 
nated Program Review of 
Massachusetts public schools 
every six years to determine 
compliance with state and fed- 
eral laws concerning special 
education and civil rights, 
among other items. Last Octo- 
ber, Andover received four 
state visitors for a week of 
record reviews, classroom vis- 
its, and interviews with par- 
ents, teachers, and students. 

Specific special-needs and 
other program criteria were 
given ratings from “Not Imple- 


Ratings of “Not Implemented” 
or “Partially Implemented” 
require a district response in 
the form of an improvement 
plan. 

According to the report, spe- 
cial needs is the area that 
needs the most improvement 
in Andover schools. The 
review team found problems 
with the student-needs assess- 
ment system and with periodic 
evaluations and _ progress 
reports. In addition, “Partially 
Implemented” ratings were 
given in special-needs areas 
regarding out-of-district place- 
ment, access to vocational and 
occupational education, and 
special-needs education for 3- 
and 4-year-old children. 
Andover also needs to do more 
to train its regular-education 
staff in special-education top- 
ics, according to the report. 

In the area of civil rights, 
Andover received poor marks 
for not providing general 


guages other than English, and 
for not providing annual civil- 
rights training to staff, except 
regarding sexual harassment. 

Not all the marks were bad, 
however. The DOE team select- 
ed a few areas to highlight for 
special commendation as hav- 
ing “a significant and positive 
impact on the delivery of edu- 
cational services.” One of 
these was the Safe and Drug 
Free Schools Program, which 
impressed the review team 
because of its level of parent 
involvement, its regularly 
meeting Comprehensive 
Health Advisory Team, and its 
established and measurable 
goals and objectives. 

The school system was com- 
mended for having principals 
who work closely with their 
staff, and regular- and special- 
education staff who collabo- 
rate exceptionally well. The 
Adapted Physical Education 
Program was also singled out

Former Ballardvale neighbors face each other in court

The Ballardvale neighbors who made 
news with their fence fight and an 
alleged hammer-throwing incident are 
seeing their squabbles settled in court. 

Residents may remember the prob- 
lems between Center Street neighbors 
that brought police to their Ballardvale 
neighborhood frequently for complaints. 
Between Aug. 4 and Dec. 12 of 1999 alone, 
there were two dozen police incidents 
involving neighbor complaints on Cen- 
ter Street. Some Center Street incidents 
led to assault, trespassing and larceny 
cases that are now being decided by 
juries. 

Last Tuesday, Perry Raffi, of 13 Center 
St., was found not guilty of assault on his 
former neighbors Bob and Madeline Par- 
tridge, formerly of 5 Center St. The Par- 
tridges had accused Raffi, a Ballardvale 
Historic District Commission member 
who built a fence they did not like, of 
assaulting them at a commission meet- 


“tT have been found innocent,” 
declared Raffi last Tuesday. “The testi- 
monies of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion were very inconsistent with one 
another.” The district attorney’s office 
declined to comment, except to say Raffi 
had been found not guilty. 

Raffi, who had been placed on leave of 
absence from the historic commission by 


Town Manager. Buzz Stapczynski, later - 


added, “I look forward to my leave of 
absence coming to an end.” Stapczynski 
has not decided whether he will reinstate 
Raffi to the appointed board, but said he 
plans to check with authorities before 
making any decision. 

When Stapczynski does check, he’ll 
find that there are more trials still to 
come for both Raffi and some former 
Center Street neighbors. 

Ron Kravette, a former alternate 
member of the Ballardvale Historic Com- 
mission who also had personal differ- 
ences with Raffi, faces a jury trial on 
March 20 for charges of larceny under 
$250. Raffi says*he stole his camera. 

Raffi himself will be back for another 
jury trial on April 9 to face charges of 
assault with a dangerous weapon and 
making threats, says Steve O’Connell, 
district attorney’s office spokesman. Bob 
Partridge has accused Raffi of allegedly 
throwing a hammer at him. 

Meanwhile, the state has already dis- 
missed charges of assault and trespass- 
ing against Bob Partridge brought by 
Raffi, says O’Connell. O’Connell said that 
these charges against Partridge were 
generally continued for six months back 
on May 31, meaning that if Partridge 
avoided further charges for six months, 
the charges would be dropped. The 
charges have since been dismissed, said 
O’Connell. 

Raffi confirmed that he also plans to 


pursue a defamation of character suit. 

During the past year, when contacted 
for comment about the charges alleged 
by his neighbors, Raffi would often 
decline. He said Tuesday that the only 
comment he ever made was “Good 
fences make good neighbors.” 

Asked if he still felt that way, he 
replied “Absolutely.” 

Later, Raffi called back to say that he

that determining how seniors would 
spend the town’s $2 million share, as well 
as when the town would hand it over, are 
two questions that must be answered 
before Town Meeting.

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Local dentists seek to cure problem without breaking the bank 


Stopping fillings from filling the waterways with 


By Adam Groff 

“Andover dentists say they’re 
willing to do their part to help 
reduce mercury in their waste 
water, following an agreement 
between the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs and the 
Massachusetts Dental Society. 

The memorandum of under- 
standing signed in late January 
between Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Bob Durand and MDS 
president James Nesti is just 
one part of the EOEA’s mercury- 
cleanup effort, aimed at reduc- 
ing and ultimately eliminating 
mercury emissions in Massa- 
chusetts, where more than 80 
water bodies have advisories 
against eating the fish there 
because of elevated mercury lev- 
els. A July 1999 study placed 
warnings on eating fish from 
both Pomps and Haggetts ponds 
in Andover because of mercury 
levels. A certain percentage of 
mercury in some waterways 
comes from mercury-amalgam 
fillings used in dentists’ offices. 

“Tt represents a small amount 
of mercury in the water supply, 
but as dentists and as people, 
we're not happy until that level 
is zero,” said David Samuels, a 
periodontist at 11 Chestnut St. In 
May, he'll become the trustee for 
the local MDS district. 

The fillings in question are 
made with silver and other 
metal powders bonded together, 
or amalgamated, with a small 
amount of mercury, a liquid 
metal that is also highly toxic. 
These fillings are the oldest and

most reliable in dentistry, 
according to Samuels, and they 
are not known to be harmful to 
their recipients. However, when 
the fillings need to be replaced, 
they are drilled out. This creates 
a fine dust with mercury parti- 
cles in it that ends up going 
down a dentist’s drain. 

Last month’s agreement calls 
for “joint exploration to promote 
innovative solutions and tech- 
nologies for removing amalgam 
from dental waste water and 
suction systems for recycling or 
proper disposal,” according to 
an EOEA press release. 

“There are a couple of things

we've been trying to work on,” 
said MDS Executive Director 
James Bramson. “We’re putting 
together a list of best manage- 
ment practices for dentists to 
use, and we run a recycling pro- 
gram around the state to collect 
old mercury that dentists may 
have in their offices.”

Andover said he is aware of a 
requirement in Germany that 
all dentists have expensive mer- 
cury filtration systems that cost 
several thousand dollars per 
dental chair, but that catch 99 
percent of waste mercury. He 
said an expense like that would 
be economically harmful to his 
practice, but that there may be 
cheaper filtration systems avail- 
able. 

“Anything (we) can do to 
minimize harm to the environ- 
ment I think we should do,” he 
said, “but without bankrupting 
the dentist.” 
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“T would be more than happy 
to do something to minimize the 
waste,” agreed Browell, “but No. 
1, we have to know what to do, 
and No. 2, we have to be econom- 
ical. Dentistry is expensive 
enough already for the patient.” 

Browell and others also point- 
ed out that dentists are increas- 

ingly using fillings called 
composite resin fillings 
~% that do not contain 
mercury. These fill- 
ings are popular 
with many patients 
because they are 
white and hence 
are less visible, 
though some den- 
tists, including 
Halem, feel that 
they are less durable. 
— Regarding _ solids 
collectors that many 
dentists now use, Bramson 
said, “Those traps typically can 
filter some of the larger solids, 
but the concern is with finer 
particles getting through.” He 
said that MDS is currently run- 
ning tests on a variety of tech- 
nologies to see which are most 
effective, so that the organiza- 
tion can make formal endorse- 
ments. 

“One of the things we don't 
want to do is recommend tech- 
nologies that we're not sure 
about,” said Bramson. He also 
said he would prefer to see den- 
tists around the state police 
themselves rather than have the 
state mandate certain filtration 
devices.

No trial date scheduled 
Andover youth back in NH correctional 


facility following high-speed chase in South

Still awaiting trial for attempted 
murder charges pressed against him 


in South Carolina, resident Eric 
Roszkowski is being held at the Hills- 
borough County Department of Cor- 
rections in Manchester, N.H. for vio- 
lating bail conditions on a separate 
offense. 

Last August, Roszkowski, 17, of 34 
Noel Road, was arrested and charged 
with two counts of armed robbery in 
Hudson, N.H. after he allegedly stole 
cash from a Burger King and drove 
off with the manager’s car. 

Months after he was released on 
bail, he was arrested again in South 
Carolina last January after allegedly 
firing a flare gun at a state trooper 
during a routine traffic stop. He was 
released on $10,000 bail. 

On Thursday, Jan. 18, Roszkowski 
was arrested for the third time and 
brought to the Hillsborough County 
jail for violating bail conditions, said 
jail superintendent Jim O’Mara.

N.H. police department, who is 
unsure of the exact nature of 
Roszkowski’s bail conditions, called 
the Hillsborough County Sheriffs 
office when he learned of Roszkows- 
ki’s charges in South Carolina. 

“When you are on bail, you are not 
supposed to get into trouble,” he said. 
“I don’t know what his bail condi- 
tions were. It could be that he had to 
be home at a certain time, refrain 
from drugs or alcohol, or that he 
couldn’t leave the state.” 

Prosecuting attorney John Hard- 
ing at the Hillsborough County Attor- 
ney’s office could not be reached this 
week. 

No trial dates are scheduled, but a 
status conference, regarding a “com- 
petency issue,” is scheduled for Mon- 
day, Feb. 26 at Nashua Superior 
Court, according to a clerk. 

After the incident in South Caroli- 
na, which involved a 15-mile, high- 
speed car chase that ended in a minor 
car accident, Roszkowski was exam- 
ined at McLoud Hospital in Florence, 


S.C. He was given a mental evalua- 
tion and cleared, said Lance Corporal 
J.A. Love, public information officer 
for the S.C. state police. 

But mother Elizabeth Roszkowski 
has said that her son came out of the 
accident with a case of amnesia that 
has completely wiped out his memo- 


“He doesn’t even know who he is,” 
she said in an interview with the 
Townsman last month. 

According to Elizabeth Roszkows- 
ki, who would not comment on her 
son’s whereabouts this week, he was 
framed in the N.H. robbery and 
wrongly accused in the South Caroli- 
na incident. 

“They have destroyed his future,” 
she said, adding that Roszkowski, 
who had wanted to be a US Marine, 
would never realize that dream with 
a criminal record. 

“He had his heart set on the 
Marines,” she said. “Every time you 
turned around he was helping some- 
one.”

An Andover boys soccer team 
that captured a state champi- 
onship this past summer is tak- 
ing Portugal by storm during 
school vacation week.

Day 2- Fes. 18 
Fair or falta? 


We played our first soccer 
game today. Our opponent was 
Praia Futebol Club. We played 
in a beautiful stadium with a 
dirt field. The stands for the 
audience were made of stone 
and concrete. The entire field 
was raked and smoothed off 
nicely. It is amazing how seri- 
ously people take care of their 
fields here. Praia scored at the 
end of the first half on a rebound 
from our goalkeeper. The second 
half remained scoreless so the 
game ended in a 10 loss for 
Andover. 

The Praia players were very 
skilled and also really kind. We 
also learned some new Por- 
tuguese vocabulary, such as that 
“falta” means “foul.” I thought 
that we (Andover) played very 
well considering the changes 
that we needed to adapt to. For 
example, we had to play on dirt 
fields, play with a soccer ball 
that was nearly as heavy and 
hard as rock, and play after 


being on planes for nearly six 
hours. 


Day 3 - Fes. 19 
The night the lights went out 
..and back on 


Today we were mostly free to 
do whatever we liked. After 
breakfast, I explored the town 
with a few of my teammates. We 
found three or four new soccer 
fields and there are probably 
many more. All of the soccer 
fields that were not used for 
competitive matches were most- 
ly concrete. We went into the 
box seats in the dirt stadium 
that was only a few stories high. 

The whole team went down 
the street to get ice cream 
around noon. It was delicious, 
and they served flavors that 
were mostly the same as Ameri- 
can ice cream. We do not have 
cars in Portugal so everybody 
has to walk. The people driving 
here are going about 60 mph on 
the back streets! 

The most exciting part of the 
day was our game at 7 p.m.

Is it constant 
or periodic? When the vehi- 
cle is cold or after the engine 
has warmed up?
